Princeton  University  j;enlora 
voted  milk  their  most  popular 
beverage  in  the  annual  class  poll 
taken  before  graduation. 

An  average  of  40  quarts  of 
milk  is  drunk  daily  in  each  of 
the  university  upper  class  eat¬ 
ing  clubs,  which  feed  60  Prinoe- 
tonians  apiece. 

A  rough  estimate  would  place 
tlie  average  milk  consumption 
of  a  Princeton  student  at  a  little 
less  than  a  quart. 

Milk  has  won  the  senior  class 
poll  three  years  In  a  row.  In  the 
fall  of  1936  President  Harold  W. 
Dodds  hit  the  nation’s  headlines 
by  making  a  forceful  appeal  for 
the  abolishment  of  heavy  drink¬ 
ing  at  football  games.  Until  the 
class  of  1936,  whiskey  and  beer 
had  led  milk  in  the  voting.

Lincoln’s  desire  to  further  Ids  own  knowledge 
anil  to  educate  himself  caused  his  frifehds  to  dis¬ 
cuss  him  and  as  one  of  them,  Dennis  Hanks  said, 
“There  is  suthin  peculiarsome  about  Abe.”  But 
Abe’s  ambitions  and  his  ideals  were  high  arid  ‘lie 
worked  long  and  hard  to  attain  a  position ‘of  dis¬ 
tinction  and  renown. 

Ilis  philosophy  and  his  ideals,  though  formul¬ 
ated  by  the  lawyer  and  statesman,  are  quite  appli¬ 
cable  io  (lie  teacher.  The  teacher  who  believes  iii 
advancing  the  profession  should  be  interestecl  Iii 
Lincoln’s  statement  regarding  the  lawyer.  “A,suc>- 
ecssful  lawyer  'must  stress  diligence,  attend 
promptly  to  the  preparation  of  doeiimenhs,  and  cul¬ 
tivate  extemporaneous  speaking  as  the  ‘lawyer’s 
avenue  to  the  public.’  “lie  should  discourage  ’lit¬ 
igation  and'  choose  honesty  above  professional 
success.  Work,  Work,  Work,  is  the  main  thing.” 

Similarly,  the  following  ((notation  from  Itis 
speech  might  well  he  remembered  in  furthering 
the  professionalizing  of  teaching,  “  With  malice 
toward  none;  with  charity  for  all,  let  us  strive  oil 
to  finish  the  work  we  are  in;  to  bind  up  the  nation.’s 
wounds;. .  .  to  do  all  which  may  achieve  and  cherish 
a  just  and  lasting  peace.” 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  “amfengh  the  eons  uni¬ 
at  e  masters  of  statecraft”  and  “he  has, 'become 
the  symbol  both  of  American  Democracy  and  the 
Union.”  In  celebration  of  his  birthday,  we  might 
profit  by  learning  something  of  the  man,  Thq  fire 
and  zeal  which  characterized  his  long  ahcj  m^lWus 
struggle  up  the  path  to  the  White  House  arid  last¬ 
ing  fame. - P.  S.
